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Hoffa Will 


Bow Out As 


Union Boss

Teamsters President James R. 
Hoffa has sent word from his 
prison cell that he will finally 
relinquish 
his 
14-year 
reign 
over' the giant labor union, to- 
formed sources said today. 
The tough, 58-year-old Hoffa, 
whose stormy career as chief 
of the 2-million member union 
ended in prison four years ago, 
reportedly endorsed the union's 
general vice president, Frank 
E. 
Fitzsimmons, 
to 
succeed 
him. 


Hoffa, serving 13 years for 
jury tampering and mail fraud 
in the Lewisburg, Pa.f federal 
penitentiary, had exhausted in­ 
numerable legal avenues to. a 
fruitless effort to win his free­ 
dom to time to run for re-elec­ 
tion next month before finally 
giving to and agreeing to step 
aside. 
High Union sources had spec­ 
ulated for months that the gov­ 
ernment would not release him 
until he agreed to step down 
from the presidency of the un­ 
ion that wields powerful control 
to 
the nation's 
trucking in­ 
dustry. 
It was not immediately clear 
whether Hoffa agreed to resign 
before 
the 
Teamsters 
con­ 
vention 
opening 
in 
Miami 
Beach July 5, thus making Fitz­ 
simmons union president imme­ 
diately, or whether Hoffa will 
hold office until the new elec­ 
tion. 
Either 
way, 
Fitzsimmons— 
handpicked by Hoffa as his 
stand-in at the last convention 
five years ago shortly before 
Hoffa went to prison—is re­ 
garded a cinch for endorsement 
by the dozen other Teamsters 
vice presidents. 
“There's a new Frank Fitz­ 
simmons,*1 Mid one source, re­ 
ferring to Fitzsimmons' obvious 
joy over Hoffa’s decision. 
Hoffa had kept other Team­ 
sters leaders waiting for the de­ 
cision up to the union’s last ex­ 
ecutive board meeting in Holly­ 
wood, Fla., last month. Hoffa 
sent word then he wanted more 
time to a last bid for freedom 
on the basis of a 'purported de­ 
position from the chief prose­ 
cution witness, Edward Grady 
Partin, whose testimony sent 
him to prison. Partin denied 
making the alleged deposition 
recanting much of his testi­ 
mony. 
The 63-year-old Fitzsimmons, 
a 
long-time friend of Hoffa 
from their early Detroit days in 
the union, has run the union 
since Hoffa went to prison to 
1967. 
Others in the Teamsters' hi­ 
erarchy 
reportedly 
preferred 
Fitzsiuunonf* looser control, al­ 
lowing them more sway to their 
own union districts. Hoffa, to 
contrast, had tightly gripped 
most power to his own hands, 
sometimes bypassing other offi­ 
cials to deal directly with union 
members.

Mt. Etna Ends 
After 58 Days

Sicily

Volcanologists said today that 
Mt. Etna's latest eruption has 
ended after 58 days. Farm ers 
and 
villagers 
began 
carting 
possessions tyack to the homes 
they abandoned. 
It was the huge volcano’s 
fourth worst eruption to three 
centuries. 
Villagers returned to dam­ 
aged homes evacuated on the 
northern edge of the mountain­ 
side crossroads village of For- 
nazzo. Streams of molten rock 
narrowly missed striking the 
entire village. 
Many residents are starting 
from scratch. Their orchards 
and 
vineyards 
have 
been 
burned and their croplands are 
buriel under cooling lava. 
States 
of 
emergency 
were 
lifted to Fornazzo and nearby 
Sant’Alfio. 
Experts estimated that Etna 
poured out 140 million cubic 
yards of' lava, since April 5, 
making 
the 
fourth 
greatest 
eruption since 1669 when lava 
from the volcano destroyed the 
city of Catania.

Fire • destroyed a large dairy 
barn at the farm of Elza Hart­ 
well, southwest of Glenwood,

Three 
trucks and 12 men from Glen­ 
wood volunteer fire department 
responded to the ca.Il, and were 
on the scene at 2:30 p.m. A 
truck and two men from Rush­ 
ville gave aid. 
Because of the headway gain­ 
ed before discovery and arrival 
of firemen, it was im.possible 
to save the barn or contents, 
which included a tractor and a 
great amount of dairy equip­ 
ment. Three calves were also 
lost, it was reported.

the Hartwell family reported. 
All are continuing to work today 
to set up equipment for milking 
the cows. 
Firemen worked at the scene 
until 4:00 p.m.; and one truck 
was left for security, it was 
stated. A truck was again call­ 
ed to the night w hen high winds 
scattered sparks. 
Mr. Hartwell was not at home 
when the fire was discovered. 
He and Mrs. Hartwell were 
away looking for tractor repair 
parts. Police were able to lo­ 
cate him., and he arrived just 
as the big barn collapsed. 
This is one of the worst fire 
losses in Rush County this year.

The Indiana Public School Su­ 
perintendents’ Association, Indi­ 
ana Association of Junior and 
Senior High School Principals, 
Indiana Association of Elemen­ 
tary School Principals, and the 
Indiana Association of Supervi­ 
sion and Curriculum Develop­ 
ment were invited by Arnold W. 
Spilly, ISTA acting executive 
director, and Earnest W. Hon*, 
ISTA president, to help to the 
campaign. 
In a letter to executives of the 
organizations, Spilly and Horn 
said: 
“ Professional

programs 
deteriorate 
without voicing grave concern 
and. doing eve.ryth.tog in. their 
power to change this devastating 
trend. As a profession, we have 
a responsibility to inform the

The S.O.S. campaign was ini­ 
tiated in late April as school

“ I’d like to get it over and be 
done with it,” Whiteaker said 
as he discussed the continuing 
search for gravesites. “ I be­ 
lieve there are some bodies out 
there that will never be found.” 
The sheriff is using infrared 
aerial photography of the or­ 
chards 
in an effort to spot 
areas where 'the soil has been 
disturbed.

be probed until it dries, the 
sheriff said.

The Derby—admission free­ 
ls probably the world’s most 
democratic horse race, despite 
the upper class pronunciation 
that rhymes it with "Parthree” 
and separates it from its Ken­ 
tucky cousin, which in most off­ 
track betting circles is now pro­ 
nounced doy-bee. 
On a horseshoe shaped mile- 
and-a-half turf course, dotted in 
the distance with toe turrets 
and towers of eight mental asy­ 
lums, British jockey Geoff 
Lewis literally steered Mil 
Reef up hill and down dale past 
20 other incipient three-year 
olds.In

charge for the Derby gold cup, 
Britain’s biggest racing pot at 
$147,900, the American son of 
Never Bend crossed the 'line 
two lengths ahead of the 
French-reared Linden Tree, 
which had led most of the way.

1st Suit 
Filed In 
500 Mishap 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — One 
of the 24 persons injured in. the 
Pace car crash at the Indian­ 
apolis Motor Speedway Satur­ 
day filed a $1.5 million damage 
suit Wednesday. 
The suit was filed by Speed­ 
way safety patrolman Harold 
W. Barnhart, 56, Indianapolis 
and his wife Zelda in Marion 
County Superior Court in Indi­ 
anapolis. 
Barnhart suffered a broken 
leg when the pace car allegedly 
hit him before crashing into an 
open trailer adjacent to toe pit 
area.The suit named as defendants 
the Indianapolis Motor Speed­ 
way Corp., the U.S. Auto' 'dub, 
Inc., Chrysler Corp. and Eldon 
D. Palmer of Palmer Dodge, 
driver of the pace car. 
Only one person was injured 
seriously, Dr. Vice > Alvarez 
of Buenos Aires, Argentina. He 
remains in critical condition 
with a skull fracture. 
The suit seeks actual damage 
of $500,000 and punitive damage 
of $1. million. 
The action contends that toe 
defendants were negligent in 
entrusting the operation of the 
1971 Dodge Challenger pace car 
to a nonprofessional driver. 
It also charges that the pace 
car was equipped with either 
defective or inadequate brakes, 
considering that it was to be 
driven at speeds of more than 
100 miles an hour. 
The suit also contained these 
allegations:

—Palmer, of Indianapolis, 
was charged with failing to 
keep the pace car under control 
or to apply the brakes in time 
to prevent striking Barnhart. 
—-Chrysler was charged with 
encouraging the operation of 
the pace car to produce favora­ 
ble publicity, even though the 
car was “negligently equipped 
and operated.” 
—The Speedway and USAC 
were charged with failing to 
provide adequate safety facili­ 
ties, safety rules and regula­ 
tions for the operation of the 
pace car. 
After circling the 2V*-mile 
track, the pace car pulled into 
the pit road at the start of the 
500-mile race. Palmer said he 
“just plain ran out of room to 
stop,’1 although he had prac­ 
ticed braking the car for sev­ 
eral days before the /aee. 
Palmer and two passengers in 
the pace car, former astronaut 
John Glenn and ABC-TV com­ 
mentator Chris Schenkel, were 
not injured. Speedway owner, 
Tony Hulmán, suffered an an­ 
kle sprain. 
Barnhart was struck before 
the car reached the trailer.

All have vanished, except a few prized 
items in the hands of antique car collec­ 
tors and museums. 
These are passenger cars we’re talking 
about. Race cars are something else and 
still reminding people there are some 
pretty fair mechanicians around the con­ 
fluence of White River and Fall Creek, 
A1 Unser has charged to victory in 12 
of the United States Auto Club’s last 15 
-races using a Colt built in Indianapolis 
by George Bignotti for the paved courses 
and a King built in the same city by 
Grant King for the dirt tracks. That in­ 
cludes back-to-back victories in the mil­ 
lion-dollar 500-mile race at the Indianap­ 
olis Motor Speedway. 
The Speedway was built in the first 
place, back in 1909, as a handy place for 
Indianapolis (and Kokomo, Richmond, 
Anderson, Muncie, Peru and Conners- 
ville) car manufacturers to test their 
products at speed. 
Possibly 80 firms, some tiny, built 
autos in Indianapolis. They got into the 
game early. C. H. Black, one of the first, 
got into production in 1899 but the Indi­ 
anapolis Children’s Museum has one of 
his undated cars that may have been put 
together as early as 1890. 
Unfortunately, none of the Hoosier 
builders got the Ford idea of building 
cars cheap enough for everybody through 
production line techniques. The early 
field was too crowded. Such massive ve­ 
hicles as the American 
Underslung 
“Traveler” sold F. O. B. Indianapolis in 
1913 for $4,500. 
Most of the companies lasted only a 
year or two. World War I and steel short­ 
ages wiped out another batch. The Great 
Depression flattened the rest. 
These were proud marques in many 
cases — Stutz, 
1912-1936; 
Dusenberg, 
1920-37; Cole, 1909-1925; Monroe, 1914- 
24; National, 1903-24; and Marmon, 
which won the first “500” in 1911, 1905* 
1933. 
Publicity for the National electric run­ 
about, built in Indianapolis at the turn 
of the century, claimed more than 100 
miles “over level city streets’* on one 
charge of the batteries. 
Elsewhere in Indiana there were such 
famous, now-defunct autos as the Stude- 
baker, Auburn, Cord, Haynes, Apperson, 
Durant, Interstate, Mercer, Overland, 
Rumley and Bush. 
So when the Indianapolis Sesquicen­ 
tennial people turn their attention to 
auto history in mid-September, they’ll 
talk mostly about race cars and the cen­ 
ter of activities will be the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway. 
Hoosiers throughout the state still 
build a large part of the components of 
Detroit’s autos. 
Maybe it’s just as well that something 
like the Model T wasn’t created in Indi­ 
ana. If it had, Indianapolis city limits 
probably would run through Columbus, 
Crawfordsville, Anderson, Muncie, New 
Castle and Rushville.

There !$ no adequate substi­ 
tute to “profit motive” to keep 
an organization responsive. 
Lack of motive is frequently 
the problem with government 
administrations and non profit 
volunteer 
organizations. 
Both 
tend to lose contact with their 
supporters and become more in­ 
volved 
with 
maintaining 
the 
“status quo” and perpetuating 
the existing hierarchy. 
This is one of the problems 
with our school system. They 
have lost track of the fact their 
prime goal is to provide the best 
education possible for our chil­ 
dren, and the only necessity to 
accomplish the job is a dedicat­ 
ed teacher. 
Churches have lost track of 
the fact their job is to spread 
religion. Even Christ did not try 
to solve all of the social pro­ 
blems of his times. He moved 
among the people and did not 
confine His teachings to one 
building, or a single day of the 
week. 
I have seen many worthwhile 
volunteer 
organizations 
start 
out on “crusades” to solve pres­ 
sing problems. They fill a need­ 
ed void. All too frequently, their 
partial success fills them with a 
sense qf importance and they 
lost sight of their founding pur­ 
poses. Crusaders lose their en­ 
thusiasm and become apathetic. 
They are replaced by those who 
appropriate the organization for 
their own personal benefit. 
Every government adminis­ 
tration 'tikes office with a new 
zeal. For a period, they attempt 
to serve the taxpayer. As they 
lose their zeal and drop off,all 
too frequently they are replac­ 
ed by “good guys” who are in­ 
capable of earning a living in 
any other type of job. 
I have seen volunteer organi­ 
zations fill positions with bank­ 
rupts, alcoholics and those who 
would be unable to hold a job in 
industry. It is all on the basis 
of “we have to take care of 
good old Jot, he has been faith­ 
ful to the cause.” Ability becom­ 
es a detriment as we struggle 
to maintain control. 
Russia is the best example to 
show “Faithfullness” does not 
replace ability, and profit mo­ 
tive rewards the capable. In pol­ 
itics, it is healthy to have a 
“Changing of the guard” occas­ 
ionally, It returns responsive­ 
ness to government. Too much 
“Merit” employment and civil 


service can negate such chang­ 
es. 
Civil Service was born with the 
passage of the Pendleton Act in, 
1883. Purpose of the Act was 
to reform the rampant spoils 
system in governmental employ­ 
ment. Service has not gTown so 
much better under Civil Service 
as employment has grown big­ 
ger. 
In 1901, the executive branch, 
biggest governmental employer, 
had 231,000 workers. It grew to 
1,416,000 by 1941. Last figures 
available show 2.7 million em­ 
ployed in 3969, and continues to 
grow. Over the same time span, 
those covered by civil service 
had increased from 50 to 95 per 
cent. Civilian personnel costs ac­ 
counted for $30 billion a year. 
Guaranteed tenure and difficult 
procedures for dismissal insulat­ 
ed workers from both the elec­ 
torate and elected officials. 
The last General Assembly 
placed more state employees un­ 
der merit and bi-partisan em ­ 
ployment than any previous leg­ 
islature. In most cases, it was 
for the best interests of Hoo- 
siers. I hope we do not have 
cause to regret. 
1, for one, am an advocate of 
changing parties in power after 
too long a period of control. I 
also feel all “non-profit” organ­ 
izations should be required to 
justify their existence to a m aj­ 
ority of members and renew 
their charters, or close up shop. 
Dr. F.L. Hovde, retiring presi­ 
dent 
of 
Purdue 
University, 
who served the last 25 years, 
said: “The only really happy 
people today are the competent 
ones...because they are valued 
by their friends, community and 
society. P art of the purpose of 
the university is to make peo­ 
ple competent.” 
Hovde feels much of the con­ 
cern over the youth of today is 
misplaced, and after all, we pro­ 
duced the generation. He said: 
“ They are better today, better 
prepared, more interested in 
making this a better place.

Idealism is a powerful force... 
a wonderful thing to put to work 
and make society better.”1 
Maybe a return to idealism

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Haymaking Weather 
This season farmers having 
hay to put up should get the 
first cutting baled in quality con­ 
dition. 
Many 
times 
farmers 
need to be planting corn and 
soybeans and hate to stop and 
start the first haying. Now is 
the time to be thinking about 
haying if you haven’t already 
done so. 


With the five-day extended 
weather forecast a farmer with 
haying decisions to be made 
can catch the rapid weather 
changes each day for the com­ 
ing five days. There are five 
basic things to consider when 
there 
will 
be 
indication 
of 
weather change: (1) Shift in 
wind direction; (2) Sudden drop 
in temperature of five to fifteen 
degrees; (3) A humidity drop; 
(4) A rise in barometer; and 
(5) A change in cloud type. 
Help Stamp Out Hog Cholera 
Periodically cases of confirm­ 
ed hog cholera are still being 
found In 'the state. The latest 
case is in Wabash County. With 
Rush County being one of the 
top hog producing counties, pro­ 
ducen need to protect their 
herds. To protect your herd if 
you buy pigs you need to know 
the source. Isolate new purchas­ 
es for thirty days and watch 
the animals carefully. 
Any sick pigs cases out of the 
ordinary should be reported to 
your 
veterinarian, 
animal 
health or extension agent im­ 
mediately. 
As far as indemnity for hog 
cholera you can only be paid 
for pigs still alive at the first 
visit of a state or federal ani­ 
mal health official. Indemnity 
payments help to compensate 
for losses when pigs are des­ 
troyed to prevent further dis­ 
ease spread. 
What’s Ahead In Corn Blight? 
Throughout the history of man- 
kind there .is always a disease 
that comes along that attacks 
• certain, plant that, causes havoc 
and seriously affects mankind 
as far as food supply and en­ 
vironment is concerned. Exam ­ 
ples have been the Irish Potato 
Famine, Wheat Stem Rust, Cof­ 
fee Rust, Chestnut bugs and 
most recently, the Dutch Elm 
disease 
and now the Southern 
Com Leaf Blight problem. 
Three factors 
combined to 
make .Southern Com Leaf Blight 
the problem as severe as it was 
in 1970. (1) A susceptible host 
corn that had Texas male ster- 
lecytoplasm; (2) A new disease 
causing race of fungus and (3) 
A favorable environment for 
growth and reproduction of the 
pathogen. Warm damp weather 
is ideal for reproduction of the 
pathogen causing Southern Com 
Leaf Blight. 
To date, no Southern Corn 
Leaf blight has been found in 
the state. 
The best that can be hoped 
for in the control of Southern 
Com Leaf Blight for people who 
had to plant seed that came 
from Texas male sterile cyto­ 
plasm is weather conditions that 


Farming Costs 
At Record High 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
over-all cost of farming contin­ 
ued to rise last month to anoth­ 
er record high, largely due to a 
2.5 per cent jump in the prices 
'Of motor vehicles, says the Agri­ 
culture Department. 
The entire index 
of prices 
farm ers have to pay to stay in 
business rose one per cent, to 
120 per cent of what it was In 
1967. Lower prices for feeder 
livestock and some other sup­ 
plies were more than offset by 
higher costs of motor vehicles 
and other items required. 
Officials said the May index 
for motor vehicles, including 
farm trucks, tractors and fami­ 
ly automobiles, was up 2.5 per 
cent from April. In all, they av­ 
eraged nine per cent more than 
a year earlier. 
'There was no 'breakdown for 
tractors, but price comparison 
of some other vehicles gives an. 
idea of bow rising costs for 
them have hit farmers. 
In May, the average cost of a 
one-half-ton pickup truck was 
$3,120. 
That 
compared 
with 
$3,030 last November and S2.790 
In May 1970, according to the 
monthly price report issued last 
week.

7-18 in a mail referendum on 
continuation of the promotion 
program for wool and lamb dur­ 
ing 1971-73.

This week has seen a great 
national holiday pass once again. 
Memorial or Decoration day had 
its bbjpnning when loved ones 
of departed Civil War soldiers 
visited graves of their he ros. 
The graves were decorated with 
flowers and later on with flags. 
The day has also taken on a 
patriotic flavor until it is one 
of the two great national holi­ 
days of the year. 
Alemorial day has become a 
time for us to look, back, We 
turn backwards to see what 
made the nation great. A nation­ 
ally known evangelist has sug­ 
gested that we can look back 
and find three weapons or tools 
of liberty which have made this 
nation of ours strong, free and 
great. 
First was the Axe. It came 
with the first pioneers. It was 
used 
to 
clear 
trees, 
create 
farms, homes, schools, churches 
and other buildings. It was a 
symbol of their willingness to 
work hard for that which they 
believed. Hard work has made 
America free, great, and strong. 
But something has happened to 
America. People are no longer 
willing to work for the things 
they wish from life. Every per­ 
sonnel manager, every foreman 
has a similar tale to tell. Many 
are very willing to collect wages 
for work which they are not wil­ 
ling to perform. A ll over the 
nation, there seem to be scores 
of able bodied people who are 
more willing to live off welfare 
than to work for a living. In 
New York City, welfare author­ 
ities have been housing their 
charges in $70 a night suites in 
fashionable hotels there simply 
because these people have de­ 
manded “ better” housing. There 
are others whose only motive 
for living is to seek pleasure, 
not responsibility. When a na­ 
tion loses its will to work, it 
could also lose its freedom. 
The second tool of liberty 
which the founders of freedom 
brought to these shores was 
the rifle. They used it not only 
to kill game for food, but also 
to defend themselves from their 
enemies, foreign and domestic. 
When a nation loses its will to 
defend 
itself, 
something 
is 


wrong with its thinking. A care­ 
ful study of the Scriptures indi­ 
cates that war is not immoral as 
some people today seem 
to 
think. The Old Testament indi­ 
cates that God blessed Israel in 
its military efforts when those 
ends were directed to the safety 
and welfare of its people. When­ 
ever Israel went to war in the 
name of the Lord God Jehovah, 
it was blessed. Defensive war in 
a righteous and holy cause is not 
wrong. Neither is it wrong to 
build mighty defensive weapons. 
Today, on every side, we are 
hearing the voices of those who 
truly believe that to be disarmed 
is to be peaceful and peace lov­ 
ing. Unfortunately, however, the 
historical records bear out that 
those nations who do show to 
the world that they are ready 
to be peaceful, by not defending 
themselves, are usually the first 
to go down to defeat in any 
military conflict. The rifle was 
a weapon of defense for the 
pioneer*, and it should be for 
us today also. 
The third tool of liberty is the 
Bible. This book is the bedrock 
of our society. The founders of 
freedom brought it with them. 
There was no question of Its au­ 
thority in their affairs. They lov­ 
ed it, believe in it. and lived by 
its codes. Today, we are told 
that it is old fashioned, that to 
live by its precepts makes us 
a prudish nation. We shall re­ 
main great only as long as we 
live by its standards. When we 
raise its standards high, we shall 
be raised high. When we drag 
its teachings into the dust, then 
we, too, shall be brought low. 
When the people of Israel lost 
their respect for God’s Word and 
Law, they were really in trou­ 
ble. The Bible should be our 
rule of faith and practice. It is a 
history of God’s dealings with 
His people, culminating in His 
sending Jesus Christ into the 
world for our salvation. We need 
to return to God’s Word, its 
standards, and its saviour if our 
nation is to go on being great. 
Let us use the three tools of 
liberty wisely, as did our fore­ 
fathers. The axe, the rifle, and 
the Bible provided the way to 
liberty for our ancestors. They 
will provide the way of liberty 
for us today.

Traffic deaths in Indiana are 
running more than 100 ahead of 
last year, and Albert E. Huber, 
executive director of the Indi­ 
ana Traffic Safety Council, said 
today he believes a combination 
of factors are the cause. 
“ People keep asking me why,” 
Huber said, “ and my first re­ 
action is to blame the increase 
in fatalities on widespread dis­ 
regard of speed limits. In my 
judgment, a majority of our 
drivers are driving too fast un­ 
der almost all circumstances, 
both in the urban and rural 
areas.” 


“ Excessive speed reduces the 
time a driver has to make sound 
decisions or to take evasive ac­ 
tion, and in today’s heavy traf­ 
fic, this is critical.” 
At the same time, Huber said, 
he is aware that other factors 
are also involved in the sudden 
increase 
in 
traffic 
fatalities. 
Among these, he said, are the 
fact that more people are driv­ 
ing more miles than ever be­ 
fore. He attributed part of this 
to steady increases in popula­ 
tion, resulting in increases in 
the number of licensed drivers 
and cars. Another factor could 
be the much better driving 
weather experienced in the early 
part of this year, as compared 
to that of a year ago. 
Coupled with the problem of 
excessive speed, Huber said, is 
failure on the part of many per­ 
sons to make full use of the 
safety equipment available to 
them. 
“ Many people just won’t use 
their lap belt or shoulder har­ 
ness,” he said, “even though it 
has been proven these safety 
features 
greatly 
reduce 
the 
chance of injury or death in an 


accident. And too few drivers 
use their turn signals and emer­ 
gency flashers or remember to 
tap their brakes a time or two 
to warn motorists behind them, 
through the use of their brake 
lights, that they are going to 
reduce speed or stop. 
Huber said requiring the auto 
manufacturers to build safer 
cars will have only limited bene­ 
fits until individual driver at­ 
titudes improve. 
“ Excessive speed and failure 
to use safety equipment both 
reflect a foolhardy confidence 
that isn’t justified by today’s 
accident statistics,” he said. 
“And the same can be said for 
drinking and driving. We are 
still finding that more than half 
of the fatal highway crashes and 
nearly half of all injury crashes 
involve drivers who have been 
drinking alcohol excessively.” 
To be a safe driver, Huber 
said, a person must be able to 
recognize the hazards, know the 
proper defensive 
action, 
and 
then react in time. 
“Too many motorists,” he said 
“Just speed along depending on 
the other guy to do the right 
thing—all the time. And that is­ 
n’t using your head.” 
In an effort to change attitud­ 
es and instill better driving hab­ 
its in Hoosier motorists. Huber 
said, the Indiana Traffic Safety 
Council is among those organ­ 
izations offering an eight-hour 
course in defensive driving tech­ 
niques. Information about the 
course can be obtained from the 
Traffic Safety Council offices lo­ 
cated at 1811 North Meridian 
Street, Indianapolis, Indiana. 


Hoosier

ASTRONOMY DEPARTMENT 


The earth will be at the far­ 
thest north point of its apparent 
journey around the sun, over 
the Tropic of Cancer, at 8:20 
p.m. (EST) on June 21, marking 
the official beginning of sum­ 
mer. 


The points in the celestial 
sphere at which the sun is farth­ 
est north or south of the equator 
are called the solstices. They 
lie above and below the equa­ 
tor about 23 and one-half de­ 
grees, the amount of the tilt of 
the earth’s axis from the ver­ 
tical to its orbit about the sun. If 
it weren’t for this tilt, the sun 
would always be over the equa­ 
tor, and we’d have no chang­ 
ing seasons. 
The Tropic of Cancer got its 
name back when men first not­ 
ed the farthest north and south 
movements of the sun. At that 
time, the summer solstice ap­ 
peared to be in the constellation 
of Cancer, but it has moved into 


Gemini, the next constellation to 
the west in the zodiac. 
The shift of the solstices is 
due to the fact that the earth 
wobbles slowly on its axis, like 
a spinning top. The phenome­ 
non is called “the precession 
(cq) of the equinoxes,” and it 
results in the celestial poles 
moving in large circles, so that 
in recorded history we have had 
three different pole stars. In 
about 90 years, Polaris, the 
north star, will be nearer to the 
true pole than it is today, and 
Vega will be the pole star about 
the year 14,000. 
Mars Is beginning to be an 
interesting object in the morn­ 
ing sky, growing in brightness 
at an accelerating pace as the 
time for its nearest approach to 
earth, Aug. 11, approaches. By 
the end of June, its magnitude 
will be -1.6, or a littler brighter 
than Sirius, the brightest star. 


Mars rises about 12:30 a.m. the 
first of June and about 11 p.m. 
by the end of the month. 
Jupiter, now at its greatest 
brightness of the year at a mag­ 
nitude of -2.1, rises before sun­ 
set the entire month, and so is 
visible nearly until dawn. 
- 
Saturn becomes visible in the 
early 
morning 
during 
June, 
rising too close to the sun to be 
seen at the first of the month, 
but leading the sun by more 
than two hours at the end. 
Venus rises only about an 
hour ahead of the sun during all 
of June, and thus is hard to see. 
Even more elusive is Mercury, 
which rises less than an hour be­ 
fore the sun at the first of the 
month, and sets less than an 
hour after the sun on June 30. 
Phases of the moon for June: 
full moon, 8th last quarter, 
new moon, 22nd; first quarter,
